security? The United states Forest service would like to 
ask this question of each one of us, The Forest Service believes our 
indifference toward forests and our failure to understand the potential 
possibilities of woodlands has accentuated and is still accentuating 
vital national problems, ‘The annual report of the Chief Forester for 
1940, just off the press, says (QUOTE) In the East, West, North and 
South, hundreds of ghost towns are mute reminders of man's abuse of 
living forests, People in what were once well-forested areas are but 
now rural slums ~=- people who, with low incomes and lower standards of 
living, endure want and suffering year after year -- are even more 
distressing reminders and, with wide-spread unemployment and the dole, 
costly reminders as well, (END OF QUOTE) That's what the Chief Forester 
says, and in those terms of unemployment, suffering, and rural wastelands, 
we should be able to understand how lack of appreciation for the forest 
has contributed to national problems.
